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In ſuch a veneral unconfined manner as hls This 
would be the higheſt ſpecies of tyranny, which 


could well be imagined, to live at the mercy of our 


fellow creature, ſothat if he pleaſed tomake any thing 
Belonging to us, his own, or if we were ſo unfor- 
tunate as to diſpleaſe him, he could remove us from 


every connection or tie, which holds us among men, 


or diſpoſe of our life, either to gratify his incereſt or 
revenge, however hecefſary it aha. pra be to "ourkeves | 


or others. 


And this is no imaginary picture; for in ſome 
countries even this ſort of deſpotic power and 
arbitrarineſs prevails, ſo that men are every 
moment liable to know every ſort of oppreſſion; 


whenever it ſuits: the will of pride or avarice, or 


even Caprice, to exerciſe it towards thoſe* who are 
ſo unfortunate to be ſubject to them, 


| The dread of this and the fatal te of unlis: 
mited power, has led men to circumſeribe power by law, 
i. e. to give ſome ſecurity to the ſubject, that neither his 
life or goods ſhall be at the diſpoſal of another, than 
as he may happen to forfeit them by the equitable ſen- 
tence or judgement of the community at large, againſt 


| him: ] Nene! in this are Poul ſeems to be jo well

tempered by ha! that miniſters muſt proceed very 
artfully indeed, to make any conſiderable invaſions. 
upon the rights of mankind. There is ſuch a Jea- 
| louſy againſt any encroachments of this Kind, and 
ſuch a latitude of thought very juſtly allowed 
"amongſt us, that it would not be very eaſy for the 
worſt of governors, to make any material alteration 
in the conſtitution, ſo as we could receive much hurt 
or damage thereby. Was any one to deny us the 
protection of the laws, ſo as we could nor ſue for 
_ Juſtice, or be ſued for any injuſtice, it would not, and 
indeed ought not long to be borne in ſuch a quick. 
ſighted penetrating nation as this. Should any vio- 
lente be offered to the conſcience, fo that men ſhould 
be compelled to think as the ſtate does, and no 
freedom of judgement” allowed in religious matters, = 
the alarm would ſoon become general, and men 
would not want to be told, that ſuch an infringe- 
ment as this, upon the liberty of the mind, is the 
mark of a tyranic oppreſſive hand over them. Now in 
a country where the law has its free courſe, and con- 
ſcience is eaſy, ſo that a man may profeſs any reli- 
Sion, or indeed be of no religion at all, if he pleaſes, 
it is plain the main things are right, and none need 
be under any great apprehenſions from ſuch a go- 


ernment as $ this, To wr that no ſort of abuſes

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vill ereep in, and that men will not [graſp at more 


N places of profit and advantage, than belong to them, 


or that the deſerving and honeſt will never be over- 
looked ot unemployed, | is too much to expect 
from human government, and i is a perfection which 
can only ſubſiſt in idea.

No, it was neceſſary. to go to work, more covertly,

of oppreſſion both of body and mind n un- 
e follow. 


1 for the peace of both nations, 
the Americans ſhewed themſelves but too apt 
diſciples of ſuch teachers as theſe. Being ar- 
rived to a ſummit of riches and ſtrength, they 
wanted a pretence to ſhake off a dependance upon 
the mother country, or at leaſt to be only nominally . 
connected with her, and only ſubje& but juſt as far 

| as 
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as they ch6ight proper. No wonder under theſe 


circumſtances, they ſhould To greedily catch the 


. idea held out to them from hence, that their liber- 


ties were at an end, and that every ſpecies of op- 
preſſion was preparing for them, if they once ſub- 
mitted to this hateful plan of raiſing a revenue upon 


them, by means of any kind of taxation whatever. 
And why ſo ? Are not the Americans, ſubjects of 
this kingdom? Or did this country ever by any formal 
act of theirs, relinquiſh its authority over them? 
No ſuch thing as this was ever pretended; but then, 
they are not repreſented. in parliament, and having 
no voice in the choice of repreſentatives, the demand 
is made upon them without their conſent, and 
conſequently arbitrary and illegal. The demand 
made upon them, without their conſent? Why, are 
they not ſubjects; and is it poſſible to be a ſub- 
ject of this kingdom, without being repreſented ? 
The choice indeed of the repreſentative is by the 
conſtitution, in a ſelect number, but when choſen, 


he is not only a repreſentative for that particu- 
Jar borough, or county, for which he is choſen, but 


for the empire at large, and wherever there is a ſub- 


PL in the whole extended empire, he is choſen to act 


bor him, in every thing which relates to government, 
as well as for his particular county or borough. 


How 
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How elſe could the legiſlature 100 tates „Mich üffect 
much the majority of this country, and àeecbrding 
to this idea, as much without their act or conſent- 
as the moſt diſtant parts of America? The only rea- 
ſon which can be given, is, that the conſtitution has 
| lodged the power of choſing in the frecholders, but 
when the choice is made, he becomes the repreſen- 

tative of the empire, and not merely of any ſpot 
or parcel of men within it. And that chis is à very 
right idea of this matter, is/ plain from hence, that 
we never heard of any murmurings or riſings of 
people upon this. account, but all have very quietly. 
_ acquieſced in the notion of being repreſented in the 
general repreſentation of the kingdom. And I ſup- 
poſe there is hardly a perſon in this nation, but al. 
los the force of ſuch reaſoning as this, when ap- 
plied to a repreſentative, not being choſen for a 
particular borough or ſhire, but for the kingdom at 
large. And why the ſame ſort of reaſoning will not 
extend to America, that the legiſlature: when legally 
appointed, muſt not act for the whole body of ſub- _ 
jects, and not merely for par icular diſtricts, is not 

very eaſy, but rather forced and unnatural to con- 
ceive. Indeed if the Americans had thought fit to 
W 0 the eee, chat as their numbers and 
EC "ON wealth, 
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wealthy. made them nowa very conſiderable. 0 
and therefore, if they could be permitted to ſend 
deputies of their own to parliament, (as none could 
be ſuch proper judges of the internal mode of levy- = 
ing taxes upon them, as themſelves, though they 
did not pretend to diſpute the authority of n- 
ment, as things ſtood at preſent, but only they 
wanted relief, and conſideration to be had to their 
powerful ſtate and condition 3) 1 do not know, I ſay» 
that ſuch a petition as this could or ought to be re- 
jected.
